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Library proposal fails to receive two-thirds majority

WILMINGTON - More than a 
thousand registered voters 
attended the Special Town 
Meeting Tuesday evening to 
determine the fate of 
Wilmington’s library proposal. 
Proponents of the new library 
i ta re a majority, but, 
ith a vote of 604 in favor and 
461 against, failed to achieve 


thd requived two-thirds majori- 
ty needed .to authorize a 
Proposition 2 1/2 debt exclu- 
sion. 

Article 1 asked voters to 
authorize a debt exclusion to 
raise funds in the amount of 
$8.3 million for the construction 
of a new library to be built on 
the Swain School site. 

The projected cost for con- 


structing the new library is 
approximately $11.7 million. 
However, the town learned on 
July 7, 2005 that it had been 
awarded nearly $3.4 million 
toward the construction from a 
state grant, reducing the 
Town's cost for the project by 
roughly 30 percent. 

The unusually large number 
of voters, 1,123 to be exact, pre-

According to the site plan, the 
vacant Sunline building wil! be 
torn down to make way for a 
new Walgreens. The parking 
will be reconfigured and will 
include a portion of Simard's 
current lot through an ease- 
ment agreement. 


According to Carole 
Hamilton, Wilmington’s 
Director of Planning and 
Conservation, the town has also 
seen preliminary site plans 
from Carmart Subaru, which is 
located at 271 Main Street 
directly across from Market 
Basket. Carmart plans to sub- 
divide its current lot and to 
build retail and restaurant 
space on the side closest to the

New Jersey case may 
effect Transrail proposal 


STB asked to rule on unregulated waste handling sites

WILMINGTON - The Town's 
fight to block New England 
Transrail (NET) from building 
a solid waste transfer station 
on the contaminated Olin 
Chemical property at 51 Eames 
Street may receive a substan- 
tial boost courtesy of a Petition 
for Declaratory Order filed by a 
New Jersey-based coalition. 
The New Jersey coalition 
includes several New Jersey 
cities and towns, the Solid 
Waste Association of North 
America, the US Conference of 
Mayors, the Integrated Waste 
Services Association, the 
Construction Material 
Recyclers’ Association, and the 
National Solid Wastes 
Management Association. 

The Petition, authored by 
Stephen Richmond of the law 
firm of Beverly & Diamond and 
filed late last week on behalf of 
the New Jersey coalition, 
requests that the Surface 
Transportation Board (STB) 
rule against allowing unregu- 
lated waste facilities at rail 


yards to continue disregarding 
state environmental laws. Such 
facilities, through an STB fed- 
eral exemption, experience sig- 
nificant costs savings by avoid- 
ing state regulations. 

“The (STB)'s jurisdictional 
grant is being abused by opera- 
tors attempting to gain an 
unfair competitive advantage 
over legitimate solid waste 
companies,” the petition for 
declaratory order states, “This 
sham, if allowed to continue by 
the (STB), will force a diminu- 
tion in environmental protec- 
tion for the processing and 
management of solid waste 
throughout the United States, 
with grave implications for 
public health and the environ- 
ment.” 

The petition cites an open-air 
waste-handling site located 
along a rail line in North 
Bergen, New Jersey for applic- 
able review and asks the STB to 

ssue a Declaratory Order 
‘establishing a clear statement 
of statutory interpretation,” 
that the North Bergen site and 


all similar facilities do not fall 
under the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the STB, 

“It is critical that the (STB) 
send a clear message that it 
will not tolerate the exploita- 
tion of the (Interstate 
Commerce Commission 
Termination Act) regulatory 
scheme,” the petition states. 

According to a statement 
offered by the New Jersey 
coalition, several unregulated 
waste facilities, such as the one 
in North Bergen, have begun 
operating along rail lines in 
New Jersey. 

“Like NET, the owners and 
operators of the New Jersey 
facilities are attempting to 
evade the state and local per. 
mitting process by claiming 
these waste facilities are not 
subject to state regulations 
because rail operations are reg- 
ulated by the STB, a division of 
the Department of 
Transportation,” the statement 
offered by the New Jersey 
Coalition reads. “Without per-

eral different areas of the 
printing trade including press, 
pre-press, outputting and sev- 
eral others. Many schools get 
certifications in only one or 
two specific areas, but only a 
few in the entire region get 
completely certified in all 
areas. 

“This is a really good thing 
for the students,” said Holmes, 
who described the certification 
process as “very intense.”

Broadrick said the certifica-

ity,” Costello said. “We really 
stepped back and took a close 
look at the program.” 

After completing a compre- 
hensive self-study that had the 
school submit a detailed 
account of instructional hours, 
curriculum, school philosophy 
and staff credentials, 
Shawsheen prepared for its 
site visit. 

“Everything was very 
detailed,” said Costello, who 
said the process took about 
two years in all and couldn't

tion included meeting certain 
requirements as well as an on- 
site evaluation that took place 
toward the end of the last 
school year. 

“There are high standards 
that have to be met,” said John 
Lavoie the school's vocational- 
technical director. “There's an 
application process that 
requires that we send in our 
curriculum so they know it 
matches up with their instruc- 
tional requirements. It's an 
extensive process.” 

The requirements. inelude 
that teachers conduct evalua- 
tions of all aspects of the pro- 
gram including an extensive 
review of all safety related 
issues. Recent renovations at 
Shawsheen including a new 
pre-press area and digital 
screen to plate imaging equip- 
ment helped Shawsheen meet 
all of the criteria. 

“It's another example of how 
(Superintendent-Director) 
Charlie Lyons and the 
Shawsheen School Committee 
are keeping us ahead of the 
curve,” Broadrick said. “What 
we're doing here is exactly 
aligned with what is happen- 
ing in the printing industry 
today. This accreditation will 
really have a positive impact 
on our students; it will ensure 
that they are being properly 
prepared for the challenges 
they will face in today's mod- 
ern workplace. They're being 
given a great opportunity to 
receive a great education here 
at Shawsheen Tech.” 

Costello said the two chefs 
that visited the Culinary Arts 
department last May were 
very impressed with 
Shawsheen's student-run 
restaurant, the Ram's Head. 

“We have a great bunch of 
young men and women here,” 
said Costello. “I'm not sure 
people realize how much work 
our students put into getting 
this restaurant up and running 
every day.” 

The chefs and future chefs at 
Shawsheen made sure that 
their visitors from ACF got the 
picture. 

“We were determined to 
make this accreditation a real- 


have happened without the 
input of since-retired Don 
Cambria, a long-time Culinary 
Arts teacher at Shawsheen. “It 
really challenged us to look at 
all aspects of the program in a 
different and meaningful way.”

Tucker moves property tax 
relief package forward 


BOSTON - Some senior citi- 
zens may be allowed to post- 
pone paying property taxes 
until they sell their homes as 
part of a tax-relief package 
pushed by State Senator Sue 
Tucker. The bill was passed by 
the joint committees on 
Revenue and Elder Affairs this 
week and will now move to thé 
House for debate. 

“We all know that seniors on 
fixed incomes are struggling 

inst rising real-estate 
said Senator Sue Tucker, 
chairwoman of the 
Elder Affairs Committee. “This 
bill will give senior citizens 
more options to allow them to 
live in their communities and 
homes as long as possible.” 

The bill also expands eligibili- 
ty for the senior “Circuit 
Breaker” tax credit, a program 
which Tucker says many 
seniors now do not qualify for, 
or don't know about. It provides 
eligible seniors (65 and older) a 
personal-income tax credit 
against real-estate taxes and 
water and sewer fees. If they

income on real-estate taxes, 
water and sewer costs, they 
would be eligible to claim the 
credit against their income 
taxes.

- a measure expanding a pro, 
erty-tax exemption to elders

Tewksbury Library open on Sundays 


Now open from 1:00 pm until 
5:00 pm on Sunday afternoons, 
the Tewksbury Public Library is 
proving to be a boon for stu- 
dents as the school year gets 
underway. After eight Sundays, 
the trend shows that high school 
and college students are the 
population groups most likely to 
make use of the public library's 
facilities on Sundays. Of course, 
the recent spate of rainy weath- 
er on Sundays has also added to 
the popularity of the new ser- 
vice. 

The addition of Sunday after- 
noon hours to the operating 
schedule is the first change in 
the library's hours of service in 
more than 25 years. With fund- 
ing approved at the June ses- 
sion of Town Meeting, the addi- 
tional hours began in 
September and will run 
throughout the school year, cov- 
ering four hours per Sunday 
afternoon, for thirty-eight 
weeks. During the current fis- 
cal year, grant funding is being 
used to implement the Sunday 
schedule, as a one year trial to

gauge how well the additional 
hours are used. 

After several years of discus- 
sion and planning by the mem- 
bers of Tewksbury's Board of 
Library Trustees and library 
administrators, Sunday hours of

In the most recent survey, 
which was conducted for three 
months last spring, 65% of 
respondents said that they 
would make use of. Sunday 
hours for typical library ser- 
vices, such as checking out 
books, reading the newspapers 
or doing homework.

Mini grants available from 
Health Alliance Network 


Nerthwest Suburban 
Health Alliance/Community 
Health Network Area 15 
(CHNA 15) has’ released a 
Request for Application (RFA) 
for Mini-Grants available to 
communities in the CHNA 15 
area.

“The issues in New Jersey do 
not even remotely parallel the 
things that will occur at 51 
Eames Street,” Jones said. “51, 
Eames Street is not going to be 
an open-air facility. It is a 
totally different orbit.”

It is headed by State 
Representative James Miceli 
and is made up of approxi- 
mately 40 participants, includ- 
ing the Office of the Attorney 
General, the Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP), representatives from 
the solid waste industry, and 
state and local officials repre- 
senting Wilmington. and 
Woburn. 

State Representative James 
Miceli of Wilmington intends 
on filing comments with the 
STB in support of the 
Declaratory Order. 

“This is a very, very serious 
issue,” Miceli said. “While the 
efforts of our citizens and local 
and state government officials 
were successful in fighting the 
proposed waste transfer station 
in Wilmington during the past 
year, we have to seek a perma- 
nent solution to this problem. 
There needs to be a clarifica- 
tion at the federal level.” 

Miceli believes that 
Wilmington is in for the fight of 
its life on this issue and is con- 
vinced that permitting NET's 
proposal would all but destroy 
the quality of life that 
Wilmington residents currently 
enjoy. 

“All of these decisions should 
be made at the local level, not 
hundreds of miles away in 
Washington,” Miceli said. “I 
will once again invite the STB 


cal 


to come out to Wilmington to 
review the site.” 

Wilmington Town Counsel 
Paul DeRensis is rooting for 
the New Jersey coalition, but is 
not pinning his hopes on them. 
According to DeRensis, the 
New Jersey issue faces a vari: 
ety of legal and factual compli: 
cations. 

“Wilmington has its own sep* 
arate fight, on a record that is 
cleaner, less complicated; @ 
better all around record upon 
which to base an adversarial 
proceeding, with a_ better 
chance of success,” Dererisis 
said. “It is not in Wilmington's 
interests to gamble its futuré 
on the New Jersey record, and 
we hope that nothing that hap= 
pens in that proceeding will 
prejudice the better record and 
better position that Wilmington 
enjoys over the New Jersey sit- 
uation. Accordingly we do not 
expect joining as a party the 
New Jersey waste disposal fil- 
ings while at the same time we 
wish them the very best suc: 
cess.” 

The New Jersey coalition is 
anticipating comments in sup: 
port of the Petition from 
Governor Romney and the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

The STB is expected to rule 
on the Declaratory Order with- 
in five to seven months.

In 1990, then junior and now 
current WHS Hall of Famer 
John Lynch helped lead the 
Wildcat boys soccer team to an 
1-2-3 regular season record, 
which included winning the 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
small school title.

in business 
networking

How to get the word out 
about the services a small com- 
pany can provide has always 
been the bane of small business 
entrepreneurs over the ages. 
Although not new, Business 
Networking International 
(BNI) a quickly growing busi- 
ness relationship organization 
has been fairly successful in 
answering that question for its 
members. 

“That is what we are all 
about, networking with each 
other,” said Richard Mahoney, 
a member of the Waterfield 
Chapter in Woburn. 

Michael DiNapoli, President 
of the Route 62 Business 
Partners Chapter in 
Wilmington said, “I took a posi- 
tion with Citizens Bank 
(Burlington) in sales and real- 
ized it is all about relation- 
ships. BNI is about fostering 
relationships with others and 
in the process finding refer- 
rals.” 

Burlington's Independence 
Chapter President Suzanne 
Schmuhl said, “It's a wonderful 
resource for people who are 
generally self-employed or own 
their own business. The mem- 
bers act as a sales team for 
each other's businesses.” 

BNI will not replace Rotary, 
Lion's or Kiwanis clubs, or 
even the local Chambers of 
Commerce. 

James Spencer, a founder of 
the Waterfield Chapter said, 
“Those organizations are 
focused on community service. 
We are focused on growing 
businesses.” 


BNI members may and 
often times are, members of 
the other organizations as well 
and sometimes BNI members 
will help support charitable 
events run by the other organi- 
zations. However, it sets itself 
apart from these groups by 
openly admitting the organiza- 
tion is in place to help mem- 
bers promote each other. 

Another way BNI sets itself 
apart from other business 
groups is the fact that each 
chapter only allows one profes- 
sion to be represented within 
its membership. In some cases, 
such as Burlington, this has led 
to two chapters being formed. 

Larger cities such as Boston 
may have as many as five or 
six different chapters, depend- 
ing on the neighborhood. 

Jay Patterson, president of 
the Wakefield Chapter, in 
Wakefield, explained that trav- 
eling some distance to be a 
member of a chapter depends 
on the profession the person is 
in. Although his business is in 
Peabody, as a systems analyst 
he finds it best to travel to 
Wakefield to find clients. 

“Each chapter only allows 
one business,” Patterson said. 
“People who do what I do 
would go to the best chapter for 
their needs.” 

No matter what chapter a 
business person belongs to 
almost everything is run the 
same way. For the most part 
the weekly meetings are kept to 
an hour and a half and each 
portion is timed according to 
the guidelines set by the 
International organization. 

This allows for the members 
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Business Networking International (BNI) is a rapidly growing business organization that gives small busi- 
nesses and entrepreneurs the opportunity to bring their specific services to the attention of potential customers. 
There are several chapters in this area and some neighboring towns have more than one BNI for networking. 


to each give a 45 second pre- 
sentation and for one or two 
members, depending on the 
size of the chapter, to give a 10 
minute presentation. During all 
the meetings, members make 
to sure they replenish their 
supplies of each others busi- 
ness cards. 

Heather Murphy, president 
of Burlington's Crossroad 
Chapter explained the impor- 
tance of this and said, “I'm in 
real estate. I run into people in 
major transition periods. 

“There are about 25 people 
‘in (the Crossroads Chapter) 
When my clients need any- 
thing, I can find somebody rep- 
utable for them.” 

However, the members do 
not just rely on a few minutes 
of presentation time to get to 
know each other and what 
their colleagues do for a living 
BNI asks that each member 
schedule several one-on-one 
sessions with each other. 

Spencer said, of the one-on- 
ones, “It's a time for members 
to get to know each other. The 
first session is usually about 
family and interests. The suc- 
cessive meetings are about 
business and spheres of influ- 
ence.” 

Prospective members are 
usually allowed to attend two 
or three meetings without actu- 
ally joining the organization. 
This allows them to get to know 


the organization. 

Once the prospective mem- 
ber decides that the organiza- 
tion would be a good fit, the 
application process starts. At 
this point a review committee 
looks at several factors, not the 
least of which is whether an 

ing member is already in 
a similar profession. 

This may not actually be a 
deal breaker on membership. If 
there is a similarity of profes- 
sion, the existing member 
might decide the focus of the 
new member's business is sig- 
nificantly different ad that it 
might be beneficial to let that 
person join the chapter. 

According to the website 
(www.BNI.com), BNI is now 
the world's largest referral 
organization with chapters in 
many countries around the 
globe. It was started in 1985 by 
Dr. Ivan Misner, one of the 
world's leading experts in net- 
working and word-of-mouth 
marketing. 

Dr. Misner was a manage- 
ment consultant when he start- 
ed BNI, He worked with com- 
panies that needed assistance 
in the area of strategic plan- 
ning and organizational devel- 
opment. 

As a business consultant, he 
received most of his business 
through referrals. However, he 
was not satisfied with the types 
of business groups that existed 
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and he put together a network. 
ing group that he felt was 
structured, focused on doing 
business, and had an emphasis 
on positive reinforcement and 
support 

Today, BNI has thousands of 
chapters world-wide with tens 
of thousands of members pass- 
ing millions of referrals. In the 
Middlesex East area there are 
six active chapters. 

They are:

The oldest group is 
Wakefield, which was co-found- 
ed by Patterson in 1995. It is 
also the largest group with 41 
members. 

The Independence Chapter 
was founded in 1997 and was 
known as the Greater 
Lexington Group, It moved to 
Burlington when the opportuni 
ty arose to have the meetings 
at the present location in an 


executive park 

Independence only has 19 
members. However, it prides 
itself in being very selective. 

“In our chapter, we try to 
network with very strong mem- 
bers,” Schmuhl said. “We want 
people who have been in the 
field for several years.” 

Suzanne Ryan, of the 
Waterfield Chapter _ said, 
“Between 30 to 50 members is 
ideal. When you hit 30 the 
referrals just start flying 
around the room.” 

Patterson, who has been a 
member of two different chap: 
ters and has been an nt 
district supervisor, said, 
chapter with 40 members pass- 
es three times the referrals as 
one with 20 members.” 

At present Waterfield, which 
is the newest group, formed in 
June, 2004, has 21 members. 
However, they, like all of the 
other area chapters, are active- 
ly searching for new members 

All of the groups follow the 
BNI guideline of being strict on 
attendance. Members are 
allowed to miss three meetings 
a quarter, but they can send a 
substitute from another chap- 
ter if they wish. 

The substitution allows 
members to move around from 
chapter to chapter.
